Unobtrusive and 
patient, it has immortal vigor and 
aggression. Banished 
from 
tho 
thoroughfare or the field, it bide* 
its time to return and when vig­ 
ilance is relaxed, or the dynasty 
has perished, it silently resume* 
its throne, from which it has been 
expelled but which it never abdi­ 
cates. It bears no blazonry 
of 
bloom to charm the senses with 
frangrance or splendor, but its 
homely hue is more enchanting 
than the lily or the rose. It yields 
no fruit in earth or air, and yet 
should its harvest fail for a single 
year famine would depopulate tho 
world.”

NO INDIGNATION 
Under the above caption. Tho 
Wall Street Journal gives the fol­ 
lowing example of how our govern­ 
ment’s fiscal policy affects busi­ 
ness; read it and beware of how 
you make changes. 
Says The Journal: 
We have all growm so accus­ 
tomed to taxes on everything that 
it is hard to sustain much indig­ 
nation ahout any of them. But it 
always seemed to us that it was 
carrying things too far for 
tho 
government to tax a man $2,000 
for the privilege of being promot­ 
ed. 
Sometime back a staff member 
of this paper was transferred from 
one office to a better job in an­ 
other. To accept the promotion, he 
had to sell the house he had lived 
in and buy one in his new com­ 
munity. 
* 
He had paid about $10,000 for 
his house back before the big in­ 
flation. He sold it for 
$18,000, 
a neat looking profit of $8,000. A 
very 
happy circumstance, 
you 
might think, since he made all this 
“profit” by just living 
in 
the 
house. 
It was a happy circumstance for 
the government, since the Treas­ 
ury taxed him 
$2,000 
for 
his 
capital “gain." But in spite of the 
$6,000 “ profit” 
remaining, 
it 
proved no happy circumstance for 
the man promoted. 
As it turned out, he had to pay 
$19,000 for his house in the new 
community, a house of the same 
siz<* and approximate quality, be­ 
falls. he happened to move in a pe- 
! iud of rising prices. Futhermore, 
he had $2,000 less with which to 
pay $1,000 more for the same kind 
of housing. 
So altogether our happy col­ 
league paid $3,000 for the priv­ 
ilege of 
being 
promoted. 
His 
government’s fiscal policy, which 
•depreciates the dollar faster than 
a man can move, would have cost 
him $1,000 anyway. But not sat­ 
isfied with that, the government’s 
power to tax was used to penalize 
him $2,000 on a profit that never 
was. 
Among his friends, as in Wash­ 
ington, there was much sad shak­ 
ing of heads over this inequity. 
But no indignation, either here or 
there. Yet once, in sturdier times, 
some people started a revolution 
over no more than a penny’s tax 
on the privilege of drinking tea.

What are the responsibilities of the 
United 
States to the United Nations and of the United 
Nations to the United States? For obviously the 
relationship is not intended as a one-sided con­ 
tract. But the question becomes 
important as 
vou read the considered Canadian 
viewpoint 
presented by 
C. 
M. 
DeFieux, a 
Vancouver 


publisher. 
Our Canadian colleagues share with President 
Truman conviction that the policies 
urged by 
Douglas MacArthur would place all of the mem­ 
ber nations of U. N. in peril of war that they 
are not ready to fight. Because the overall poli­ 
cy in striving to limit the Korean war to pen­ 
insula scale has been adopted by U. N., Canada 
views MacArthur^ objections as a walkout on 
that policy. If the mass of this country thinks 
the general is right, then we 
are 
arbitrarily 
exercising a form of veto on U. N. 
This is a fair and accurate statement of the 
case. This brings us up to the other half of the 
question What are U. N. responsibilities to this 


country? 
When the President, with commendable force 
and celeritv answered South Korea’s plea for 
help against invasion under charter powers, he 
called on l T N. for the 
necessary 
assistance. 
That little practical help would be made avail­ 
able was evident in advance. U. N. said defense 
of South Korea was a U. N. act, but armed forces 


tfhve yet to reach Korea or even to be offered 
in anywhere near the proper proportion 
that 
would make the casualties U. N. as well as ti. S. 
It is mostly Americans who are doing the fight­ 
ing and dying. 
What Douglas MacArthur walked out on was 
not a U. N. policy but the callous sacrifice of 
American lives to it. He did not walk out on the 
battle He was yanked out of that But with all 
the means at his command, he opposed a bloody 
sacrifice of human lives to serve the cause of 
U. N. fear 
General MacArthur covered the point when in 
answer to a question from Senator Green hr 
replied Thursday. "My hope would be that tho 
United Nations would see the wisdom and utility 
of that course, but if they did not, I still believe 
that the interest of tile United States, being the 
predominant one in Korea, would require oui 
action. . . alone, if necessary/’ 
It would not help the case to sacrifice Cana­ 
dian, English. French and other lives in a more 
exact proportion to the same policy, but it would 
strengthen the rectitude of the position outlined 
by Mr. DeFieux. As it stands this 
country 
is 
left under the ineradicable im plosion that oui 
U. N. colleagues are willing to contain the fight­ 
ing to Korea until the last American soldier is 
dead Well, after that eventuality, what?
